A. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, reported the appro- 
priations made to the claimants upon the funds of the Board, which 
were approved by the Conference. (See report in full, in Appendix). 

Minute Question 40, “ Where shall the next session of the Confer- 
ence be held?” was called, and Richmond, Ya., was unanimously se- 
lected as the place. 

The order of the day was taken up, and the Board of Education, 
through A. Coke Smith, chairman, reported the amended matter refer- 
red to them this morning, which was considered seriatim and amended, 
and as a whole adopted. (See Appendix.) 

On motion of P. Whitehead, the report of the Committee on Pub- 
lishing Interests was taken from the table. 

The resolutions recommended for adoption by the report was con- 
sidered seriatim. 

On motion of Paul Whitehead, the following amendment to the first 
resolution was adopted : “We, however, think it proper for this Con- 
ference to reprobate, as it now does, the unfortunate utterance in the 
Up worth Era which united “bishops” and “saloon keepers” in joint 
condemnation”; and then the resolution, as amended, was adopted. 

The remaining resolutions were adopted, and the report as a whole. 
(See Appendix.) 

Robert N. Sledd, from the Conference Board of Missions, made Re- 
port No. 2, which was adopted. (See Appendix.) 

On motion of S. S. Lambeth, resolved that when we adjourn we shall 
adjourn to meet again to-morrow morning at nine o’clock. 

And then the Conference adjourned.

MEMOIRS. 



RET. FRANCIS J. HOGGS.

Francis Johnston Boggs was born in Greencastle, Pa., November 
28th, 1^21. His father was a ruling elder in the Presbyterian church, 
and a physician of prominence in his community. Francis, or Frank, 
as his intimate friends loved to call him, chose his father’s profession, 
and began the study of medicine in his ofiQce, expecting to graduate 
at the Medical College in Philadelphia ; but a Methodist revival in 
his native town thoroughly changed his nature and the whole plan of 
his life. He consecrated himself to Christ, entered by the new birth 
into the kingdom of God, and united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Believing that he was called of God to the ministry of the 
Gospel, he gave up his chosen profession, was licensed to preach, and 
in the year 1846 he was admitted into the traveling ministry. 

His convictions and sympathies strongly drew himi to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and he joined the Virginia Conference in 
November, 1848. Others came with him, of whom but one is now liv- 
ing — the venerable and beloved Nelson Head, D. H. — now closing the 
evening of a long and useful life in his native town, Leesburg, Va., a 
superannuate of the Baltimore Conference, South. 

In 1850, Brother Boggs was married to Miss Anna Eliza Patterson, of 
Lynchburg, Va., daughter of Dr. John H. Patterson, of precious mem- 
ory. She was then, and for some years thereafter, in frail health, but 
was always a true helpmeet to her husband, and God spared her life 
and gave her strength to minister to his comfort in his declining days. 
She survives him, ‘^a widow indeed,” bravely and faithfully filling 
her place as head of the deeply bereaved family.

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REV. FRAVCIS J. BOGGS.

Bishop Early, who well knew his high character, ap- 
pointed him to supply the place of a deceased Presiding Elder in the 
Western Virginia Conference, where for a year he discharged the du- 
ties of his office with fidelity and ability. His name is still remem- 
ber*‘d with affection in that district. 

Eirly in the late war he became a chaplain in the Confederate army, 
but soon accepted the captaincy of a company of young men, to whom 
he w iS greatly attached and with whom he had cominhudiug influence. 
He was afterwards promoted to the rank of major of artillery, and in 
his military career illustrated some of the noblest qualities of our citi- 
zen soldiery. 

On the.return of peace he took his place and resumed his “loved 
employ” as a Methodist preacher. Bishop Pierce transferred him to 
the. Missouri Conference and stationed him in Jefferson City. He re- 
mained in Missouri five years, and besid-s the capital served the 
church in Lexington and Kansas City. 

Eeferring to his ministry in the West, Bishop Granbery has said : 
“I can testify to the high appreciation in which he was held by preach- 
ers and people. Judge Eyland, General Ewing, and others have in- 
quired of me about him with deep and tender inter^est, and have ex- 
pressed in glowing terms their admiration and affection for him.” In 
1875, Brother Boggs returned to the Virginia Conference and was ap- 
pointed to Madison circuit two years; then to High-Street church, Pe- 
tersburg, three years; then to the Presiding Eldership two years on 
Farmville district, and four years on Band olph- Macon district. One 
year he served the church at Salisbury, Md. ; three years at Suffolk, 
and one year— the last of his effective ministry — on Bowling Green cir- 
cuit. While in Salisbury his health was seriously impaired. A severe 
and protracted spell of malarial fever shocked and shattered his con- 
stitution.

Bravely did he battle for life, and in “age and feebleness ex- 
treme” he filled his appointments, ’till a stroke of paralysis smote his 
feeble limbs with incipient death and took from his once fluent tongue 
the charm of eloquent speech. With perfect submission he accepted 
this painful decree of Divine Providence ; and in November, 1891, he 
.sought and received the relationship of a superannuated preacher.

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ReT. JOHN B. liAURRNSS.

The Eev. John Baptist Laurens, a venerable member of this 
body, died at his home at Ashland, Va., May 17th, 1894. He was a 
native of Virginia, born in Culpeper county, 19th January, 1827. 
His father was born in France. His mother, Euth Eicketts, of Eap- 
pahannock county, Va., was a Methodist. Young Laurens was bap- 
tised into the Catholic church by the priest of his father. He lost 
both parents at an early age. He became concerned for his souPs 
safety in his youth. Before twelve years old, in Winchester, Va., un- 
der the ministry of Eev. Norval Wilson (father of Bishop Wilson), 
he came into our church — a convert. While a soldier in Mexico, his 
faith faded. It was renewed at a camp-meeting near Amissville, Va., 
in 1850. In 1853, he became a licentiate in our Conference, and served 
King William circuit. He wrought on various charges. His last 
pastorate was Hampton. At times he was halted by disease. The 
army life in Mexico injured his health permanently. At the begin- 
ning of the Civil. War, he was a captain in the Confederate forces. 
His health failed ; he resigned. He became agent for the Soldiers’ 
Tr act Society, and for two years after the war, he was agent of the 
Preachers’ Belief Society. In 1856, he married Miss Maria Cocke, of 
King and Queen county — a lady of superior mind, wise zeal, ' kind 
heart. 

In whatever position he was placed, energy, prudence, devotion to 
duty were displayed. There were always sheaves. The church build- 
ings were improved, new edifices erected, parsonage property bet- 
tered, and, best of all, converts. He was engaged in a number of 
notable revivals. He conducted camp-meetings which were Pente- 
costal occasions. All the while bad health hindered. 

In 1877, he became too diseased for an appointment. His lungs were 
attacked ; hemorrhages ensued ; his voice failed him. At the Con- 
ference of that year, Dr. Bennett, the senior editor of the Advocate^ 
went from the paper. The infirm pastor was on friendly relations 
with the remaining editor. Dr. Whitehead, in a sketch of “Uncle 
Larry,” says: “When Brother Laurens was in despair of something 
to do, without home or means of support. Dr. Lafiferty employed him as 
assistant in the office of the Richmond Christian Advocate. Journalism 
he knew nothing about — was not ready with his pen, and seemed en- 
tirely out of place in a newspaper office ; but Divine Providence had 
brought him thither for a special work.” Brother Laurens grew in 
facility with the pen. The variety, aptness and attractiveness of his 
“Letters to the Children” were marked. 

The Editor desired Brother Laurens to count himself as connected 
with the paper, whether he should grow free of illness or remain an 
invalid. The care he could take of himself, the freedom from public 
speaking, the agreeable environment soon brought improvement to 
his conStion. In a year or so he could visit the churches, though 
unable to preach. 

While connected with the Advocate he turned his attention to the 
children, and, starting with a mite society originated in the family of 
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the Rev. Thomas H. Campbell, of our Conference, he nourished this 
tiny plant till its boughs bore fruit among the heathen beyond the 
Pacific Sea, also in the land of the Aztecs and among the red men of 
the plains. 

The story how this broken soldier of the church militant mustered 
the thousands of infants of our homes into bands of Rosebuds, has be- 
come a thrilling and engaging tale known to the utmost verge of Meth- 
odism and beyond. The recruiis at first were few ; the finances were 
numbered in nickles. By inviting the letters of the tiny tots to the 
paper ; by exhortations, short, stirring, simple ; by organization ; by 
personal visits, the Church saw, with glad wonder, a children's crusade 
for Christ that seemed marshalled by magic and moved by magnetism. 
The gifts went up to $55,000. The missionary training of our boys 
and girls cannot be reckoned up by any arithmetic of coin. They have 
been taught from the cradle that concern for others is an imperial duty 
and a chief joy. The little men and little women have erected a col- 
lege in the country he campaigned and conquered when a lad for the 
children of the men he met in battle around Monterey. 

This old man, vexed by maladies, was not allowed to do his work 
without obstacles. There was outcry made to the editor that ‘‘Uncle 
Larry was taking up too much space in the paper on children. Then 
others of the sect of Pharisees claimed that he was “ making children 
too prominent.” He was scolded for printing these letters. Then 
there were predictions that the Society would be short-lived; that the 
children would soon tire of giving their pennies. Then he was vilely 
assailed in letters sent to the Advocate^ but flung in the fire ; and there 
was bitter speech against his methods, but the venerable man of God — 
bed-ridden, in agony — committed his cause to God, and let them rail. 
Satan hindered. That is his business. God blessed his work. 

In the city of Monterey, in Mexico, is the Institute Laurens (his 
monument), a noble edifice, equipped with faculty and instruments of 
education, supported by the Rosebuds of the Virginia Conference and 
erected by their mites. At his death, a debt of $2,000 overhung it. 
The Rosebuds, in a few months, cut it down $800 without subtracting 
anything from their regular contributions. 

His maladies were many, and menacing to his life. For lungs, he 
had but fragments of breathing spaces. His stomach was worn out. 
Fifteen years before his death, an eminent physician of Richmond, 
after examination, gave him six months of life. The knife opened the 
great cavity of the body time and again to remove obstructions threat- 
ening immediate death. He survived these major surgical operations 
to the amazement of the medical faculty. His case was reported to 
the journals of surgery — a wonder to the profession. His survival was 
a miracle. The tiny hands of babes and sucklings uplifted to God ar- 
rested the javelin of death. 

When movement from room to room of his house seemed the utmost 
of his bodily powers, his resolute spirit forced the feeble frame to jour- 
ney thousands on thousands of miles to the capital of the Mexican Re- 
public, and remain for days attending to the business of the children’s 
work. 

While the great Senate of the Southern Church was in session in 
Memphis, he was summoned to the Supernal Synod of Just Men Made 
Perfect, where Gabriel and Michael count it an honor to be door- 
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keepers and servitors. He never had vote for our Church Legislature. 
How few of that body will be known in the ages where his fame, like 
a buoyant wonder, will survive the oblivion of even notable names. 

During the General Conference in Eichmond, the chief men of our 
Methodism got a glimpse of millennial glory. On one Sabbath after- 
noon, in the Academy of Music, thousands of Eosebuds attended, and 
carried to success a programme of deepest interest. On the platform 
were the mighty men of our Israel. The one figure that caught all 
eyes was a tottering |old man, with flowing beard, presiding over the 
vast assembly of little children — Uncle Larry. The orators, states- 
men, editors of our Church, gave him reverence, and saluted the most 
marked man of Providence in our bounds. It was an ovation without 
a parallel in our history. 

It is needless to add, he lived a life of honor, godliness and stern in- 
tegrity. He died in peace.

Eev. James Hendeeson Pike, son of Joseph and Sallie Pike, was 
born in Patrick county, Ya., December 3rd, 1858. He married Miss 
Mary L. Fulcher, daughter of Brother John Fulcher, who, with three 
small children, survive him — one little boy having preceded him to 
the better land. 

Brother Pike was converted and received into the Methodist Church 
at Creasey’s Chapel, on Patrick Mission, in the year 1877, during a pro- 
tracted meeting conducted by the writer. The circumstances of his 
parents allowed him little opportunity of education. A plain school- 
ing in the elementary branches was all that was given him. They were 
living on a little mountain farm, and reared fourteen children — eleven 
sons and three daughters. One of these sons is a minister in the Bap- 
tist Church. Two others are ministers in the Methodist Church, and 
belong to the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

While there were many seemingly insurmountable difficulties beset- 
ting him, he had a great thirst for knowledge, and applied himself as 
well as he could, having to work to help support the family, and only 
able to attend the public schools a few months in the winter. Without 
the privilege of theological training, acquiring knowledge was made 
rather difficult, yet he struggled on amid all these disadvantages, pre- 
paring himself for his life-work. 

Brother Pike was a man of deep piety; naturally very diflSdent, he did 
not show his real worth. One had to be intimately acquainted with 
him to know his true, value. To live right, and to do good, was his 
great desire while laboring with us. 

He was licensed as a local preacher by the Quarterly Conference of 
Patrick circuit in 1889, and was employed by the Presiding Elder dur- 
ing a part of that year, to preach in the northwestern part of Patrick 
county. In November of that year, he was admitted on trial into the 
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Yirginia Conference, held in the city bf Richmond, and sent to West ; 

Chesterfield mission. In 1890, he wa'^ sent to West Franklin mission, 
where he remained two years ; from there to Meadows of Dan mission. 

His last appointment was to East Halifax circuit. 

On his way to the District Conference at Stuart, he stopped at his

Rev. Ja:ues Henderson Pike, son of Joseph and Sallie Pike, was 
born in Patrick county, Va., December 3rd, 1858. He married Miss 
Mary L. Fulcher, daughter of Brother John Fulcher, who, with three 
small children, survive him — one little boy having preceded him to 
the better land. 

Brother Pike was converted and received into the Methodist Church 
at Creasey’s Chapel, on Patrick Mission, in the year 1877, during a pro- 
tracted meeting conducted by the writer. The circumstances of his 
parents allowed him little opportunity of education. A plain school- 
ing in the elementary branches was all that was given him. They were 
living on a little mountain farm, and reared fourteen children — eleven 
sons and three daughters. One of these sons is a minister in the Bap- 
tist Church. Two others are ministers in the Methodist Church, and 
belong to the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

While there were many seemingly insurmountable difficulties beset- 
ting him, he had a great thirst for knowledge, and applied himself as 
well as he could, having to work to help support the family, and only 
able to attend the public schools a few months in the winter.

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of his that was inconsistent with the character of an embassador of 
Christ. His great patience amid unusual trials ; his uncomplaining 
acceptance of fields of Inbor, where the work was hard and the support 
meager ; his sweetness of temper, springing from perfect trust in 
God, all marked him out as a man of deep piety and full consecration 
to God. 

*' He was a man of fine native intellect. This no one could doubt that 
marked his well-shaped head, his broad forehead and his expressive 
face. In the social circle he was a charming man ; and the refinement 
of his manners, the tendernejss of his sympathy and the sweet and 
mellow flavor of his piety, made him acceptable at once to the most 
cultured and the humblest of households. 

i2 As a revivalist, he was more than ordinarily successful. It is esti- 
mated that the conversions on his various fields of labor aggregate a 
thousand ; and this estimate is conservative. He was not, however, 
satisfied with mere ingatherings. The convert was trained. Private 
and family prayer ; the study of God^s Word ; the Church paper and 
Christian giving, all were insisted upon. He sought to build only 
gold, silver and precious stones into the temple of Goa. 

As a letter-writer. Brother Beckham was gifted. His style was 
easy, flowing and lucid.' A letter of his describing the ever-memora- 
ble Conference of 1874 at Elizabeth City, N. C., and giving his im- 
pression of Bishop Marvin, is preserved in the Life and Labors of 
Bishop Marvin by Dr. T. M. Finney. Its estimate of the sainted 
Marvin is one of the best that have appeared. But of all his gifts, 
perhaps the one that most inured to the glory of God, was his deep 
and sincere sympathy for suffering men and his fervent love for lost 
sinners. It is rare to find one so faithful as he was in private exhorta- 
tion. When he met a man he must find out whether or not he was a 
follower of Christ. This point being decided in the negative, an earnest 
and solemn appeal immediately followed. The servant that kindled 
his fire in the morning, the stranger that handed him a cup of cold 
water, the chance traveller whom he encountered by the road- side, 
seldom or never failed to hear some faithful warning and kind exhor- 
tation 5 and these things made him the loved friend of hundreds and 
the instrument of salvation to many more. Among the deepest and 
sincerest mourners over his coffin were the negroes who knew him as 
a friend and loved him as a father. 

During the past Conference year his health grew so bad that he was 
forced to seek constant medical treatment. The kindness of many 
friends enabled him to pass several months at the Eetreat for the Sick, 
in the city of Eichmond. He left much improved ; but about two 
weeks ago his condition became so serious that a return was consid- 
ered necessary. On Saturday, November 10th, he seemed better, but 
on Sunday morning at about 7 o’clock, after taking a quieting draught 
he fell asleep, and from that slumber he passed peacefully to his 
eternal rest. 

Among those to whom the King at His coming shall say, “Well 
done,” not the least will be our modest, gentle, conservative brother, 
Thomas Moore Beckham. Earth furnishes no sublimer spectacle than 
such a life as this. The beauty of holiness shines in it ; the transform- 
ing power of Divine grace was fully illustrated. A church filled with 
such men would smite Satan’s head and win the world for Christ.

BOARD OF COLPORTAGE. 

Colportage is a work of no small import. It goes without saying, that the dis- 
semination of religious books and literature is one of the most important interests 
of the Church. The power of the printed page is well-nigh immeasurable. 

Your Board offer the following resolutions : 

Resolved, 1. That, in order to harmonize the Constitution of the Board of Col- 
portage of the Virginia Conference with the Discipline of the Church, the follow- 
ing items be changed : 1st. Article V, so as to read. The General Colporter shall 
be elected by the Virginia Conference, at its annual sessions, on nomination of the 
Board of Colportage ; but in case of his death, resignation or removal, the Execu- 
tive Committee shall fill the vacancy. 2d. Article VI, to read. The General Col- 
porter, in consultation with the Executive Committee, shall be empowered to 
appoint local agents, colporters, or other assistants necessary to carry out the 
work, and to devise and execute such plans as. in his judgment, will best conduce 
to the success of the objects in view ; provided that all moneys collected for the 
colportage work shall be dispensed by the General Colporter, under the control of 
the Executive Committee. 

Resolved, 2. That we earnestly desire the hearty sympathy and co-operation of 
all our preachers and people in this wark of the Church. 

Resolved, 3. That the report of Dr. Brown on Colportage be published in the 
Conference Minutes for this year. 

Resolved, 4. That we nominate as General Colporter for another year the Rev. 
A. G. Brown, D. D., who has served the Board so faithfully in the past.

COLPORTAGE. 

To the Board of Colportage, Virginia Annual Conference, M. E. Church, South : 

Dear Brethren, — Despite the financial depression of the country, which has 
made retrenchment and economy not only wise, but needful, in many directions, 
I am happy to assure you that the work of Colportage has been well sustained. 
While collections have been more difficult to make this year than ev’^er heretofore 
in our experience, the volume of our business has been but little less than last 
year, and our receipts have enabled us to meet our financial obligations promptly. 
We are perfectly free from debt. 

During the year we have sold and circulated chiefly of the publications of the 
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Southern Methoilist rul)lishin'j: House, at Nashville, Teiin., $7,580 worth of books 
as against $7,875 last year — a falling olf of $295. Our ledger contains accounts 
with 820 j)atrons ; 520 Sunday-schools have been supplied with standard libraries, 
Bibles, select books, cati'chisins, primers, records, reward cards, and requisites 
generally. Many of our Churclies have bought our standard hymns; the Hymn 
and Tune Book has been much in demand ; and of our Revised Discipline about 
1,500 copies have been s)ld in the last four months. I regret that the means 
promised at the Conference in Danville, last November, to be used in purchasing 
Bibles and other religious literature, for free and partially free distribution, to the 
destitute and worthy poor amon-j: us, have not been realized ; and hence nothing 
could be done in that direction, excei>t through the personal liberality of a few 
kind friends of our cause. 

Under God, the success of our labors is . chiefly referable to the fact that, with 
few exceptions, our itinerant preachers have given us hearty support and co-opera- 
tion. They have not only given us their personal patronage, but some of them 
have done most effective and valuable colportage work ; and largely through their 
advice and influence, their Churches, Sunday-schools and Epworth Leagues have 
purchased their supplies from the Conference Depository. Some, whose exacting 
duties left them but little time for personal ’work on this line, have wrought wisely 
and well through willing workers — men and women — in their respective charges, 
whom they have gladly employed and equipped for that purpose. In some in- 
stances they have enlisted in this work the benevolent societies of their charges,, 
giving them a share of the discounts on the sales made, enabling them thereby ta 
replenish their treasuries, and to push forward their special enterprises with 
greater success. With respect to the methods thus successfully employed, allow 
me to remark, that they are comparatively inexpensive; that, in most of our 
charges, they are perfectly, feasible ; that they open to some of our people new 
and fruitful fields of usefulness and self-support; that they are educative, and, if 
faithfully employed, may develop among us the useful talents of those who 
might otherwise be mere negations on the sum total of our ecclesiastical life ; or, 
worse than that, idlers in our Lord’s vineyard. 

District colporters have been appointed and equipped for the work in the Rich- 
mond, Lynchburg, Rappahannock, and Eastern Shore Districts ; and, w^hile the 
results of their labors have not realized our earnest desires and expectations, 
enough has been accomplished to make us “ thank God and take courage.” These 
colporters were commissioned on the advice and recommendation of the Presiding 
Elders and other discreet brethren ; and other Districts w'here there are “ fields 
white already to harvest,” have not been similarly supplied simply because suitable 
men for this work have not been found. And allow me to remark, that the col- 
porter who can support himself by the profits on his sales is an exceedingly rare 
man ; that, when such a man has been found, he is so much in demand that we 
find it difficult, if not impossible, to retain his services ; that, if he remains in our 
employment, it is quite likely he will labor chiefly where he is the least needed ; 
that is, among the people most able and willing to buy books, rather than among 
those destitute and perishmg for the lack of knowledge. These difficulties con- 
front us, and cannot be removed by the passage of Conference resolutions, or by 
the formation of larger and liberal plans that nobody executes. Such plans and 
resolutions more frequently kill than make alive the work of God, and it may be 
feared that, in so doing, they sometimes most truly accomplish the real object of 
their existence. But time and experience, faithfully applied, will surely bring 
relief, for success in this, as in every good work, is conditioned, under God, on 
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“ patient continuance in well-doing.” Let us, therefore, be content to “ make haste 
slowly,” walking in the light of the Lord, and earnestly invoking the divine 
blessing. 

The Conference Depository, at Ashland, Va., is an essential and vital feature 
in our system. It transports the publications of our house at Nashville, Tenn., to 
a central place in our Conference territory, and sells them at the same prices charged . 
at Nashville, and gives the same discounts allowed by the Publishing House itself. 
Thus, both time and money are saved to our patrons. No charge is made for pack- 
ing, drayage, etc. And besides the publications of our “ House,” we keep in stock 
Family Bibles, Pulpit Bibles, Oxford Teachers’ Bibles, International Teachers’ 
Bibles, Holman’s Self-Pronouncing Teachers’ Bibles, and a limited supply of the 
newest and best theological and religious books on the American market, any of 
which we will gladly furnish at very liberal discounts. That this vital and 
valuable feature of our system of colportage may be better understood, allow’ 
me to remark, that it is not an individual enterprise, but a Conference institutiony 
established under the law of Discipline, paragraph 401 ; that it is not a retail hook 
store, but the Virginia Conference Depository, under the supervision of your General 
Colporter, from w hich, as a distributing point, our colporters, preachers, Sunday- 
schools and churches may be quickly and cheaply supplied with the standard and 
periodical publications of our Church, and from which they may purchase Bibles 
and other religious books at bottom prices. 

And w^hile of great value to our preachers and people, our Depository is of great 
utility to the Publishing House, for we pay cash for their publications, at their own 
prices, and get only such discounts as they may be able and willing to offer. Over 
their official signatures, the Book Agents say: “Your efforts in the Virginia Con- 
ference have added considerably to the sale of our books and periodicals in that 
section ; and if each Conference had a Colportage Board’ that conducted its busi- 
ness as intelligently as yours, the scheme would be an unqualified success.” 

For these and other reasons, Barbee & Smith, our Book Agents, have published 
a card in the columns of the Nashville and Richmond Advocates “ recommending 
and requesting the patrons of the Publishing House in the Virginia Conference to 
send their orders directly to us, at Ashland, Va., instead of to them, at Nashville^ 
Tenn.” But this should not be “ construed as abridging the privilege of any indi- 
vidual, not a dealer, w’ho may prefer to order directly from the Publishing House 
at regular discounts.” 

Let me say, in conclusion, that my books and accounts are in Charlottesville 
subject to inspection, and any further information jmu may desire, with respect to 
my official administration as your General Colporter, will be most cheerfully given 
to the full extent of my ability.

We, your Committee on Publishing Interests, after careful consideration, submit 
the following report : 

After the repeated and emphatic deliverances upon this subject made by this 
Conference from year to year, it is hardly necessary for us to re-affirm the high 
estimate that Methodism places upon the press and the printed page. Our Church 
believes in a gospel for the eye as well as in a gospel for the ear. Mr. Wesley laid 
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one hand u^on the pulpit and the other upon the press, using both with equal 
facility in spreading scriptural holiness. It is a cause for joy that his successors 
have so closely followed his good example. 

Southern Methodism has a tower of strength in its prosperous Publishing House 
at Nashville, Tennessee. A mighty force for God and the Church it has already 
been and now is, and it is a desire that lies very near to the heart of every 
thoughtful man or woman among us that this Publishing House of ours may in- 
crease its power more and more. We long for the time to come when no author 
in our Church shall feel the need of sending his manuscripts to other houses than 
our own, and when every advantage and inducement to the writing of books by 
our own gifted sons and daughters maj^ be found at our very doors. We rejoice to 
see that the number of books issued by our Publishing House is increasing, and 
that the House itself is in a healthy financial condition in spite of the unexampled 
stringency of the times. 

It gives us pleasure to note a decided improvement in our Southern Methodist 
Review. It is now issued bi-monthly, at the low price of two dollars a year. At 
the same time, its quality is improving with every successive number. Surely our 
own Review, thus ably edited and commanding the services of many gifted writers, 
should find more than 1,800 subscribers in our great Church. Let preachers and 
laymen conspire to swell its circulation and extend its usefulness. 

We welcome the announcement of coming improvement in our Sunday-school 
periodicals. While they have always been good, they might be made much more 
effective in teaching divine truth. Every Southern Methodist school should use 
Southern Methodist literature ; and the literature should be made so good that no 
school could even desire to dispense with it. In this connection we plead for the 
catechism. There is room for it in all our schools, and our own House can and 
will supply the need. May the time be not far distant when this shall be fully 
done. 

The general organ of our Church,' the Christian Advocate, published at Nashville, 
maintains its high standard of excellence and is w’orthy of its great constituency. 
We commend it most cordially, and would gladly see it an honored guest in all 
our Methodist homes. 

The Epworth Era is the organ of the Ep worth League movement in our Church > 
and is neat in appearance and filled with interesting matter. We commend it to 
all our people, especially to the young. 

We would earnestly suggest to our Publishing House to keep all of its publica- 
tions, both books and periodicals, before the public by judicious advertising ; and 
that the books be so described, as to price and as to size, in popular language, that 
the people may readily understand. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate, the recognized organ of the Virginia Confer- 
ence, continues to do its indispensable work among us. Its quality is of the best, 
and its subscription list should increase till every Methodist throughout our terri- 
tory shall regularly read its inspiring messages. If every preacher will see that 
its merits are emphasized among his people, the list of subscribers may be greatly 
augmented. 

W e note with increasing appreciation the good work done by the monthly papers 
published in several of our Districts. Without fee or reward, the conductors of 
these papers are doing noble and effective service in spreading Methodist literature 
in the homes of our people. Each paper in its own sphere is a power for good. 

In conclusion, we beg to submit the following resolutions for your adoption : 
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1. Resolved, That we cordially commend the Southern Methodist Review^ the Nash- 
ville Christian Advocate, and the Epworth Era to the patronage of all our people. 
We, however, think it proper for this Conference to reprobate, as it now does, thfr 
unfortunate utterance in the Epworth Era which united “ Bishops ” and “ saloon- 
keepers ” in joint condemnation. 

2. Resolved, That' we heartily urge upon our preachers and people to make untir- 
ing efforts to extend the circulation of the Richmond Christian Advocate, whose 
unique relation to us and whose high intrinsic worth make it simply indispensable 
in all our homes. 

3. Resolved, That we highly appreciate the good work that is being done by the 
Danville Methodist, the Methodist Recorder, and the Eastern Shore Methodist, in their 
respective spheres, and hope that their influence may be so extended that, in every 
Methodist home throughout our territory, there may be a Methodist periodical 
read.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

It is no longer necessary to exhort our people upon the necessity of education. 
That is generally acknowledged ; but like other matters that become popular, it is 
liable to counterfeit. It is now necessary to warn against accepting as education 
that which is such only in name and not in fact. Advancement in all lines of en- 
terprise and discovery calls for advancement in educational work as well. AVe are 
glad to know that in our own Conference we are keeping pace in this work with 
advancement in all departments ; and we commend our institutions to the patron- 
age of our people, assured that no better advantages can be secured than are offered 
in them. 

We rejoice to know’ that notwithstanding the financial stringency from which 
we have been so long suffering, the patronage of our schools has increased. This 
we take as an indication that our people are alive to this great subject, and are 
loyal to the Church and to Christ. 

In view of the large endow’ments given to educational institutions in other sec- 
tions, and the advantages they are thereby enabled to offer, it is a matter of mar- 
vel how our schools and colleges have been able to hold the field with them and 
to do such efficient work. Were it not for the consecration and loyalty of those 
who fill the chairs in these institutions, it could not be done. It behooves us to 
look to this matter of endowment. Without adequate endowment w’e cannot com- 
pete in the cost of tuition with richer institutions : but wdth increased endowments 
there will be a corresponding decrease in expense to the student. We have few 
rich men to whom we can look for large contributions to this w ork, and therefore 
we must depend upon the smaller contributions from the larger number. We 
urge upon our people everywhere to give to this w'orthy cause “according as God 
hath prospered them.” We would especially urge upon the preachers the duty of 
looking after the collections for education, and of preaching at least once a year 
upon the subject of Christian education as the Discipline directs. 

Randolph-Macox. — The continued prosperity of our Randolph-Macon institu- 
tions during the trying financial depression is a source of great satisfaction and 
gratitude. The concentration of these four institutions under one ownership and 
management, and their harmonious correlation, is in line writh the policy of our 
General Board of Education, and their success is an evidence of its soundness. 
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The attendance at each of the academies is larger than last year, and the enrol- 
ment at the College is not below the average. The Woman’s College at Lynchburg 
has made notable advance. As a new enterprise with our Church, with which our 
people are not yet familiar, we commend it to the special attention of our minis- 
ters, and urge them to bring this institution prominently before their people. The 
same course of instruction is here given to young women as is offered to young 
men at Ashland. I^t all our people rally to this new advance, and support it by 
their influence and patronage. 

Bedford Academy has enrolled this year 118 students — 105 boarders and 13 
locals — being an increase of 11 over the enrolment at the same time last year, with 
a larger number of boarders than ever before. 

While rejoicing in the maintenance and even growth of these four institutions, 
which are peculiarly identified with our Conference, and for which it is ultimately 
responsible, w^e must not lose sight of the fact that a considerable sum of money 
must yet be raised to free the entire property from debt and secure its administra- 
tion from embarrassment. What has been done has been accomplished through 
the contributions of a few. Less than 400 of our members have contributed to the 
$400,000 which has been added to the educational property of the Church within 
the last five years. At the last session of the Conference, a general canvass of our 
churches w^as proposed and authorized in this interest. Circumstances have pre- 
vented the execution of the plan, but we are deeply impressed with the necessity 
of freeing all our educational property from debt, and also of interesting our peo- 
ple more generally in Christian education. 

It is gratifying to note the increase in the number of ministerial students from 
our Conference attending the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University, there 
being now six young men from our Conference (and eleven altogether from Ran- 
dolph-Macon College) in the several classes at Vanderbilt. 

We recommend to the trustees of Blackstone Institute and the trustees of Ran- 
dolph-Macon system to consider the advisability of correlating Blackstone Insti- 
tute with the Randolph-Macon system, and of placing them under the same 
management. 

The following resolutions are offered for your adoption : 

1. Resolved, That we heartily recommend our young*men proposing to enter the 
ministry to prepare themselves by a course in college and the biblical course at 
Vanderbilt University, especially since, by the action of the last General Con- 
ference, they may hold membership in the Conference while attending any of our 
institutions of learning. 

2. Resolved, That as soon as advisable a general canvass of our churches be made 
to raise $60,000 to pay ofi* the indebtedness upon our educational institutions. 

3 Resolved, That we exhort our preachers to heed the instructions of the Dis- 
cipline to preach upon the subject of Christian education, and to encourage our 
people to patronize our own schools. 

4. Resolved, That the presiding Bishop be and is hereby requested to re-appoint 
Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. 1)., Professor in Vanderbilt University, and appoint Rev. 
James Cannon, Jr., Principal of Blackstone Institute, and Rev. John T. Payne, 
Principal of Bowling Green Seminary. 

5. Resolved, That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the 
several Districts $3,500 for use in our own Conference and $564 for the work of the 
General Board of Education. 

Besides the institutions owned and controlled by our own Church, we commend 
the following to the patronage of our people : Tlie Danville College for Young La- 
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dies, Rev. A. B. Warwick, President; Suffolk College, Miss S. A. Finney, Princi- 
pal; The Southern Female College, Petersburg, A. K. Davis, President; and 
Bowling Green Seminary, Rev. John T. Payne, President.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 2. 

The action of the last General Conference, in constituting a Board of Education 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the election of a Secretary of Edu- 
cation, we regard as eminently wise. In order to complete the organization in our 
own Conference, and to facilitate the work in behalf of this important interest of 
the Church, your Board recommends the adoption of the following: 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Education, to serve 
without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Education, hereinafter to 
be provided for, shall report immediately upon their organization It shall be the 
duty of the Conlerence Secretary of Education to see that the District Boards be 
furnished with c5,talogues of all our institutions and with all information necessary 
to the prosecution of the work of the District Boards, and to keep a roster of 
teachers desiring situations, and to put them in correspondence with the Boards 
applying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Education, to whom 
all moneys belonging to the Boards of Education shall be paid, and who shall, 
without salary, pay out of the said funds the expenses of the Secretary of the 
Board for stationery, printing, etc., an<l the traveling expenses of members of the 
District Boards when in the discharge of their duties as members of the Board, 
and shall present an itemized statement of all moneys received and disbursed by 
him to the Annual Conference Board of Education, with vouchers therefor. 

II. District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, four laymen, and 
the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his District, as a District 
Board of Education. The Presiding Elder shall be ex officio a member of the 
Board, and he shall have power to fill any vacancies occurring in the Board, in 
the interim of District Conferences. He shall, in the month of April, call a meet- 
ing of the Board for his District, which shall effect their own organization and 
report the same to the Conference Secretary of Education, and lay such plans for 
their w’ork in the District as in their judgment are advisable. The four laymen 
upon this Board shall be ex officio members of the District Conference. It shall be 
the duty of the District Boards of Education — 
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1. To secure through the local Boards of Education, hereinafter provided for^ 
such facts concerning the number of children and young people of oui* own Church 
of school age and the facilities for education within their bounds as shall enable 
the Church to know the needs of our people ; to secure from the Secretary the 
names of such teachers as desire situations, and to do all in their power to supply 
the local needs within the bounds of their several Districts ; to procure the names 
and addresses of such young people as may be induced to attend our Academies 
and Colleges, and to report them to the Faculties ; pei*sonally to aid the agents of 
our schools in w hatever w^ay possible when canvassing within their bounds ; and 
to report in w riting to the District Conference the work of the Board for the year, 
together with the statistics before mentioned.

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TEMPERANCE. 

When John Wesley began the work of reform in the early part of the eighteenth 
century his controlling idea seemed, not to be that the verbiage of the ritual then 
used in the Church of England was defective, but that there was need of the most 
earnest and heroic exertions to rouse professed churchmen to a full sense of the 
danger from non-agreement between creed and practice. lie saw clearly that 
souls could never be saved by that mere formal utterance of truth which never 
acted as a corrective of wrong or as a jjromoter of practical piety. He held that 
to hold the truth in unrighteousness was as offensive to salvation’s Author as was 
any form of criminal infidelity. 

Among the most horrid of those inconsistencies which he regarded as ruinous 
was the practice of drunkenness, and all those things which lead men to that fatal 
iniquity. He seemed thoroughly convinced that moderate drinking w'as the seed- 
sower of immoderate dissipation, and that the vending of intoxicants was as 
wicked as any other form of seduction which the arch-fiena of perdition ever 
invented. Hence, the language found in the “General Rules,” as they came 
from Mr. Wesley’s pen, forbade “drunkenness, buying or selling spirituous 
liquors, or drinking them except in cases of extreme necessity. The cry of “ ex- 
tremeism,” or “ fanaticism,” from the high places of society did not deter the 
founder of Methodism from adopting these w'ords as expressive of the only 
position which an organization whose end and aim was the spread of scriptural 
holiness, could take with relation to an evil so potent as the drink curse. 

Unfortunately, in after years, the Methodist Church, by some means, allowed 
the words “buying and selling” to be omitted, and many professing members 
thereof became involved in the sinful traffic. But in more recent decades the Gen- 
eral Conferences have been very explicit in enacting laws to bring the Church to 
the teaching of that great and good man whom all Methodists regard with the 
highest honor. 

The law-making body of our own branch of Methodism at the recent session 
(May, 1894), declared “ Opinion has deepened into conviction that a Christian can- 
not in any way aid or abet the business now so universally condemned without being un- 
true to God and disloyal to the best interests of the State.'’ 

Carrying out this declaration into legal enactment, the same body made it a law 
of our Church that to sign petitions for the sale of intoxicants, or to rent property 
therefor, or to become bondsmen for liquor dealers, must be regarded immoral and 
be dealt with accordingly. Thus both by resolution and by disciplinary law, our 
Church occupies no uncertain ground on the subject of temperance. The demand 
now made upon pastoral vigilance and upon lay exertion is to secure consistency 
of administration in the practical working of our laws. This Conference would f 

urge upon every lover of Zion the importance of having the Church fully equal in 
practice to the expressions of our highest legislative body. There may be some 
who retain some form of appearing to favor or connive at a commerce so full of 
destruction to all that is dear to the citizen and the Christian. Let every proper 
exertion be made to rouse such to a conception of the danger to immortals from 
the insidious wiles of the great foe of God and his Christ. There are times in the 
history of good men when silence is crime and peace is treason. The tremendous 
power of the liquor trade in the political w^orld ; its activity in carrying forward 
schemes of corrupting the public conscience ; its shrewd but ruinous plans for 
leading the young to dissipation, crime and death ; its efforts to silence the pulpit 
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by prophecy or threat of pecuniary loss ; its boast of having the ]>eople’s favor 
because licensed laws and the protective phases of varied legislation are upon the 
statute-books by the votes of enfranchised citizens — all these and many other 
indices of character should convince the thinking Christian that no truce can be 
allowed in the battle betw’een virtuous principles and this great monster of mur- 
derous iniquity. To conquer or be conquered, to destroy or be destroyed, must be 
regarded the plain alternative presented to philanthropic enterprise. Souls by the 
thousand must perish, or this Satanic agency, the licjuor commerce, must be throt- 
tled. To appear lukewarm or unconcerned about the issue, is to give strength to 
the foe and weakness to the friend of human salvation. Fidelity to the gospel 
■commission necessitates unceasing active opx>osition to everything that aids the dia- 
bolical work of tempting the young to the poisonous cup. The crime of soul- 
murder may be charged upon the drunkard factory ; a party to that crime must Vje 
the man that gives countenance, encouragement, support, civil legality to the w’ork 
of religion’s enemy, by signing petitions for license, by renting jjroperty for the 
sale of liquor, by becoming bondsmen for the dealer, or by voting for the giving of 
legal life to his business. 

Active opposition to this evil-worker means the use of argument and aj)peal as 
to the value of the human soul — earnest, religious persuasion (by all the motives 
that relate to temporal and eternal warfare) to those w’ho have authority that they 
enact f)rohibitory laws which shall plainly say “ thou shalt not ” to him w ho for 
money w'ould put the bottle to his neigh Dor’s mouth. 

The following resolutions are offered : 

1. Rf'solved, That hearty approval is given by the Virginia Conference to the 
present law of our Discipline on temperance, and that piasters are urged to faithful 
enforcement thereof. 

2. Resolved, That w'e believe it to be the duty of Christian men to endeavor to 
educate the public mind, as far as possible, to the truth that to license immorality 
is a sin. 

.3. Resolved, as we are of the opinion that the liquor traffic constitutes one 
of the most powerful enemies of our holy religion, as lovers of the Saviour w'e hail 
with joy the growing sentiment toward the total prohibition of the trallic, and 
will do w hat we can to hasten the day of our country’s freedom from the tyranny 
of a legalized enemv of immortal souls.

PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTES. 

We must assume that the Conference is sufficiently acquainted with the circum- 
stances connected wdth the establishment of these Institutions, and the stern 
necessity that demanded such establishment; nor can we think that the weighty 
responsibility resting upon us in the case can be overlooked or forgotten. Under- 
standing the peculiar relation which w*e of the South sustain to the colored peopjle, 
the eyes of the citizens of our country are turned toward us. The fact that the 
C. M. E. Church after their emancipation adhered to us cuts them off from help 
from other sources, gives them a right to look to us for help ; and since rights and 
duties are always reciprocal, there can be no question as to the binding obligation 
resting upon us. 

The Institutions referred to in this report have done a noble w ork for God, not- 
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withstanding the embarrassments under which they have acted. Eighteen minis- 
ters have been graduated, two of w'hom were delegates to the recent General Con- 
ference of their Church. Thirty-eight of the graduates are occupying positions as 
teachers, some of them in very important positions. Altogether there have been 
seventy-tive graduates. Last session 198 pupils were enrolled. The sum of $15,000 
is asked from the Church for the above-mentioned Institutions, $900 of which is 
asked from our Conference. Much of the amount to be realized from the appor- 
tionments made is to be used in the erection of a new building, for which there is 
urgent need. We recommend the acceptance of the $900 asked of our Conference, 
and its distribution among the districts as follows ;

Report No. 1. 



The papers referred to the Board of Missions by the Conference were placed in 
the hands of a special committee for examination and report. The report of the- 
committee was unanimously adopted by the Board, and is herewith presented to- 
the Conference for its consideration and adoption. It is as follows : 



“ Your Committee beg leave to report that we have examined the papers which 
you referred to us. Among them we find a communication from the General 
Board of Missions, entitled * A Forward Movement in Missions.’ This paper calls 
attention to the order of the late General Conference, that each Annual Conference 
shall organize a Board of Missions, auxiliary to the General Board. This paper 
also calls attention to the power of the Conference Board to employ, with the con- 
sent of the President of the Conference, a secretary to travel in the bounds of the 
Conference in the interests of missions, and urges the appointment of such a sec- 
retary, with the Presiding Elders as district secretaries and the preachers in charge 
as local secretaries. 

“The other papers are communications from the General Secretaries, calling 
attention to the communications from the General Board and urging the adoption 
of its suggestions. 

“ We, therefore, further report — 

“ 1. That we already have a well organized Conference Board of Missions suc- 
cessfully doing its work, and no further action is needed on that subject. 

“ 2. That since the Conference Board has charge of the cause and work of mis- 
sions in our bounds, and is supervising and pressing that work forward, through 
its own officers, with the aid and co-operation of Presiding Elders and preachers, 
and through the action of district and quarterly conferences, we do not deem it 
advisable to appoint a Conference Secretary of Missions. 

“ 3. That we heartily and earnestly agree with the General Board of Missions in 
calling the attention of the preachers to the requirement of the Discipline, which 
says : ‘ Let every Sunday-school, as far as practicable, be organized into a mission-^ 
ary society, auxiliary to the Board of Missions.’ ” 



This report was unanimously adopted by the Board, and is now presented for 
the consideration of the Conference.

Report No. 2. 

We have received reports from the fifty-eight missions within the bounds of our 
Conference. The reports indicate encouraging progress in the work of the Church.. 
Gracious and extensive revivals of religion have been enjoyed by many of the 
charges, and large accessions to the Church have resulted therefrom.

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A liberal and commendable spirit of enterprise in the matter of building and 
improving church edifices has been manifested in many of the charges, and others 
contemplate improvements in the near future. 

Several of the missions are making an earnest and heroic effort to establish 
themselves upon a firm basis, so as to release the Board from further assistance, 
and have a hopeful outlook before them. 

The missions report gratifying success in the Sunday-school work. All of them, 
with a few exceptions, use our own publications, and the schools are, in the main, 
well supplied with literature. 

The financial reports submitted to the Board are fairly good. When considered 
in connection with the stringency of the past year, they are encouraging. 

The missions have been served by a class of faithful and efficient men, and the 
great Head of the Church has blessed their labors. 

Our zealous and consecrated women still manifest intelligence and activity in 
the prosecution of missionary work, and they are doing a work for the Church in 
this respect that will prove most helpful and permanent in its results. The total 
amount raised by their societies this year is $4,898.62. 

The Rosebuds have also been diligent and aggressive in this work. Their noble 
and devoted leader, Rev. J. B. Laurens, was called from earth to heaven during 
the year. Though dead, he yet lives, and his example will stimulate the dear 
children to higher endeavor and more loving service in the accomplishment of 
their work. They have raised during the year the sum of $3,573.38. 

The Board will pay 87^ per cent, on the appropriations for the past year. 

The fields for domestic and foreign work are many, accessible and inviting ; the 
needs of the millions who know not Christ are apparent, imperative and appalling ; 
the call of Christ for men and meana to do the w’ork is urgent, impressive and 
authoritative. Let us, therefore, as a large and influential branch of the Christian 
Church, be prompt and eager to respond to that One, who loved us and “gave 
himself for us, that he might redeem us from all iniquity and purify unto himself 
a peculiar people, zealous of good w^orks.” 

We report the amounts raised during the year, namely : For Domestic Missions, 
$10,835.64 ; For Foreign Missions. $17,314.17. 

The Board makes an assessment of $13,500 for the ensuing Conference year.
